(c) every person employed by the Society immediately 
before the appointed day shall hold office or service in the 
Institute by the same tenure , at the same remuneration and 
upon the same terms and conditions and with the same rights 
and privileges as to pension , leave , gratuity , provident fund 
and other matters as he would have held the same if this 
Act had not been passed , and shall continue to be so unless 
and until his employment is terminated or until such tenure , 
remuneration and terms and conditions are duly altered by 
the Statutes : 


Provided that if the alteration so made is not acceptable

(n ) two pharmaceutical industrialists to be nominated by 
the Visitor out of a panel prepared by the CentralGovernment; 

( 0 ) three Members of Parliament, two from Lok Sabha 
to be nominated by the Speaker of Lok Sabha and one from 
Rajya Sabha to be nominated by the Chairman of Rajya Sabha . 


7. Functions of Institute . The functions of the Institute

(v ) to cooperate with educational or other institutions 
having objects wholly or partly similar to those of the Institute 
by exchange of faculty members and scholars and generally 
in such mannerasmay be conducive to their common objective ; 

(vi) to conduct courses for teachers, pharmaceutical tech 
nologists, community and hospital pharmacists and other 
professionals; 

(vii) to collect and maintain world literature on pharma 
ceutical and related sciences and technology so as to develop 
an information centre of its own kind for other institutions 
within the country and in the development world ; 

(viii ) to create a central faculty of pharmaceutical instru 
mentation and analysis for use by the researchers within 
and outside the Institute ; 


(4 ) The term of office of the Chairperson and Governors 
other than ex officio Governors shall be three years and they 
shall be entitled for such allowances as may be determined 
by the Central Government. 

( 5 ) The term of office ofGovernor nominated to fill a casual 
vacancy shall continue for the remainder of the term of the 
Governor in whose place he has been nominated . 

(6 ) The Board shall meet at least three times in a year at 
such place and time and observe such rules of procedure in 
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( ix ) to have a centre to experiment and innovate and to 
train teachers and other workers in the art or science of 
pharntaceutical teaching ; 


( 3 ) The Board shall have the power to appoint such 
committees as it considers necessary for the exercise of its 
powers and the performance of its duties under this Act.

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(2 ) All Ordinances made by the Senate shall have effect 
from such date as it may direct, but every Ordinance so made 
shall be submitted , as soon as may be, to the Board and shall 
be considered by the Board at its next succeeding meeting . 


(b ) the staff required to execute the same shall be recruited 
in accordance with the terms and conditions stipulated by 
the sponsoring organisation : 

Provided that anymoney remaining unutilised under clause 
( a ) shallbe transferred to the endowment fund created under 
section 22 of this Act . 


( 3) The Board shall have power by resolution to modify : 
or cancel any such Ordinances and such Ordinances shall from 
thedate of such resolution stand modified accordingly or cancelled , 
as the case may be . 


30. Tribunal of Arbitration ( 1 ) Any dispute arising out 
of a contract between the Institute and any of its employees 
shall, at the request of the employee concerned or at the instance 
of the Institute , be referred to a Tribunal of Arbitration consisting 
ofonemember appointed by the Institute, onemember nominated 
by the employee , and an umpire appointed by the Visitor .

35. Transitionalprovisions.- Notwithstanding anything con 
tained in this Act, 


(4 ) The Tribunal of Arbitration shall have power to regulate 
its own procedure . 


( a ) the Board of Governors of the Society functioning 
as such immediately before the commencement of this Act 
shall continue to so function until a new Board is constituted 
for the Institute under this Act, but on the constitution of 
a new Board under this Act, themembers of the Board holding 
office before such constitution shall cease to hold office ; 


( 5) Nothing in any law for the time being in force relating 
to arbitration shall apply to arbitrations under this section . 


CHAPTER III 


Miscellaneous
